"fatter" check by mid-July. 


In Dixon, It is estimated that 


the city will have to raise ap- 
proximately $11.000 extra this 
year toward paying the addition- 
al costs.

But, state laws on city finances 


tend to complicate the problem of 
finding the additional money. Slot- 
hower said. 


In Illinois, the law stipulates that 


cities must prepare an appropria- 
tion ordinance during the first 
three months of a fiscal year. In 
that ordinance, it is estimated 
whnt the city will require to oper- 
ate during the ensuing year. Dix- 
on's ordinance was passed this 
month. 


• The law further stipulates that 
Ihe ordinance cannot be amend- 
ed until «lx months after it is 
passed, Slothower added. 
To make it more interesting, the 


city council must have its tax levy, 
based on the recently passed ordi- 
nance, made up by September. 


Thus, Slothower explained, Dix- 


on cannot amend its appropriation 
ordinance in time to include the 
increased cost in the tax levy.

of trying to get it to the floor b> 
Rules committee action. 


Hints Control 


The leadership did not disclose 


its full hand, but indications were 
that it had rounded up the votes 
to force a meeting of the com 
mittee if necessary. 
This can be 


done by a petition of a majority 
of the 25-member group. 


Reed, in a voice filled 
with 


emotion, told the House "I'm not 
surrendering." 


He had contended the tax is 


harmful to business and actually 
costs the government revenue by 
discouraging business. 


It was plain, however, that com 


mittae members on whom Reed 
had counted were read to bow to 
the leadership and administration 
on the issue.

Sheriff Convinced

—alive—perhaps to hide himself 
rom his family or police authori- 
ics.

Himself from God could not 
free." 


Book Scrutinized 


Similar jottings were contained 


in the black book, which Sheriff 
Redebaugh is giving close scruti- 
ny. 


The man's mother told Sheriff 


Redebaugh that her son was a 
writer and a musician. She said 
that he had not been employed 
regularly of iate. 


She also told the sheriff that her 


son had left the family home at 4 
p.m. last Monday on a bus trip to 
Denver. He had spent a month 
visiting his parents, she said. 


His mother also revealed that 


lier son was "melancholy" when 
he left the family home. 


Reconstiucling the man's trav- 


els, local authorities believed he 
travelled through Dixon en route 
to Denver but decided to leave the 
bus at Atlantic, la. He then pur- 
chased a bus ticket for New York 
City. 


Give Confirmation 


The bus driver and passengers 


confirmed the fact that he boarded 
the bus at Atlantic and also that 
he left the bus at Dixon. 


A bus passenger disclosed that 


he had a bucf conversation with 
he victim at Sterling, where Mar- 
tin had inquiied whether Dixon

The MIGs were shot down as the 


Sabres flew a tight cover over 36 
fighter-bombers striking at Namsi, 
near Sinuiju in Northwestern Ko- 
rea. 


Daylight Attack 


The Reds poured a division or 


more into three-day-old battles for 
two outpost hills 40 miles due north 
of the capital vjust as South Korean 
infantrymen had swept to the crest 
of one of the hills. 


The furious Red attack— unusual 


because it came in broad daylight 
— hit a two-mile-wide stretch on 
the western 
front. The 
targets 


were bloodied outposts Bak and 
Queen, rising 500 to 800 feet. 


At last report the Reds held both, 


btil fighting 
at the foot of 


the outposts as the sturdy ROKs 
regrouped and counterattacked. 


There was an unconfirmed re- 


port that one Red battalion—500 to 
750 troops—had broken past the 
heights and was assaulting the Al- 
lies' heavy, dug-in line. 


Slammed Back 


The Communists, under cover of 


aitillery that one Allied officer said 
hammered hills "like an anvil," 
slammed back ROK 1st division 
infantrymen who had clawed up 
the slopes of Outpost Bak. 


The ROKs counted 42,000 in- 


coming rounds of mortar and ar- 
tillery up to noon as the Commu- 
nists concentrated two-thirds of 
their entire day's shelling in the 
narrow sector. 


American and South Korean big 


guns—including huge 
2-10 
milli- 


meter guns—struck back at the 
advancing Chinese and their sup- 
port areas.

She said she had "no plans to di- 
vorce" her millionaire husband, 
Winthrop Rockefeller, who is now 
in Little Rook, Ark. 


The blonde daughter of an im- 


migrant coal miner showed up 
here 
suddenly 
from 
a Lowell, 


Ind. farm where she and her 5- 
year-old son have been living with 
her parents. Her boy and a nurse 
were with her. 


"I just rang the doorbell and 


they let us in." she said. 


"My mother and father are get- 


ting older and it's a strain to have 
a child around. My boy is getting 
about school age, and there are 
not adequate .school facilities near 
my parent's home in Indiana.

want 
'Winnie' to have the ad- 


vantages of good schools." 


Asked if she hoped Rockefeller 


would return from Arkansas to 
see her at the apartment, she 


said. "I don't know. Everything is 
confusion." 


She indicated she was not inv 


pressed by a million dollar trust 
fund 
being set up for her by 


Rockefeller. 


"To me." she said, "the finan- 


cial arrangements are not im- 
portant. 
There arc other things 


to consider when children are in- 
volved." 


Mrs. Rockefeller denied previ- 


ous reports quoting her as saying 
her husband,had gone to Arkan- 
sas to seek a divorce. 


"I said no such thing." she said. 


"I don't know what he went there 
for."

ment building. Mrs. Rockcefeller 
said, she might see them later.

Negotiations For 
War Armistice Are 
Pursued After Talks 


SEOUL 
<#>)—The Allies 


today asked the Reds to 
agree immediately to a date 
for signing a Korean truce, 
indicating they .have either 
persuaded 
rebellious Presi- 


dent Syngman Rhee to agree 
to an armistice or have decid- 
ed to go ahead without his 
okay. 


Gen. Mark Clark, U. N. com- 


mander, told the Reds in a letter 
delivered at Panmunjom that the 
U.N. command will enforce truce 
terms "to the limit of possibility." 


His letter was delivered shortly 


after he conferred in Seoul with 
Rhee; President Eisenhower's per- 
sonal envoy, Walter S. Robertson, 
and other top U. S. officials. 


Hint Solution 


Although the meeting was se- 


cret, the UNO's readiness to go 
ahead with its truce plans indi- 
cated it had found some sort of 
solution to the problem of the stub- 
born South Korean leader's refusal 
to accept the present truce terms 
and his threat to fight on alone if 
an armistice is signed on those 
terms. 


There was no immediate com- 


ment from Rhee on Clark's letter. 


The ROK president's arbitrary 


release of 27,000 anti-Red Korean 
War prisoners had frozen the truce 
talks, just as the negotiators ap- 
peared on the verge of final agree- 
ment. 


The Reds protested angrily in a 


full-dreas truce session June 20, de- 
manding recapture of the prisoners 
and assurance the UNC would 
control Rhee if an armistice were 
signed. 


Clark's answer, delivered at Pan. 


munjom by liaison officers, told 
the Reds: 


1. It would be "impossible" to 


recapture the released POWs. 


2. The UNC will "make every 


effort" to gain South Korean co- 
operation in a truce. 


3. "Where necessary, the UNC 


will, to the limits ,of its ability, 
establish military safeguards," to 
enforce truce terms. 


4. The truce would be a "mili- 


tary armistice . . . between the 
military commanders 
of b o t h 


sides" (answering a Red question 
if the South Korean nation would 
be included in a truce). 


5. The UNC "does not exercise 


authority over the Republic of Ko- 
rea, which is an independent, sov- 
ereign state . . ." but it "does 
command" the ROK army. 


6. The UNC still considers the 


prisoner breakout an "escape" as 
far as it is concerned. Clark said 
:he prisoners were " 'released' in 
lhat the ROK government, without 
the knowledge of, and contrary to 
the intent of, the UNC planned and> 
arranged the breakout. ..."

Clark Case Could Be Probed Without 


Hurting High Court 


The case of Supreme Court Justice Tom Clark is one of 


the more difficult moral issues to present itself to the con 
gress and the American public. 


A congressional committee inquiring into past opera- 


tions of the justice department would like to question him 
about his actions as attorney general in seven specific cases. 
Clark has declined an invitation to appear before the group 
and offer public explanation. 


In his note to the committee chairman, Clark apparently 


did give some private accounting of his conduct in the seven 
cases. But he argued that for him to testify publicly would 
be to plunge the Supreme court into the "strife of public af- 
fairs and partisan politics."

This answer, of course, will hardly satisfy the strong 


anti-Clark partisans in and out of congress. And it would 
certainly seem that the justice owes the public some sort of 
explanation, even if it not be given in formal committee tes- 
timony. 


Yet. however, convenient the rationalization in his case, 


it is probably wise that the high court be kept free of the 
turmoil of congressional politics. It would not be good for 
the dignity of the court if its members were compelled to 
submit to that kind of controversial grilling. 


Some would argue that Clark himself is not good for the 


dignity of the court and ought not be allowed to hide behind 
its judicial robes. But many observers think it would be un- 
wise to damage the stature of the whole court simply to visit 
wrath upon Clark by dragging him into an explosive inquiry.

These same observers, with some sanity, suggest that if 


the evidence against Clark is strong enough to put in serious 
doubt his fitness for the bench, then direct proceedings to 
remove him ought to be undertaken. In such a matter, he 
would of course be compelled to testify. The result would 
be either vindication or removal. 


In that fashion, the issue of Clark's conduct could be 


settled without disturbing the Supreme court's constitutional 
independence, without opening the way to a continual trot- 
ting of justices up Capitol Hill, in the manner of harassed 
department heads. 


If the evidence does not support such drastic action 


against Clark, then probably the most that can be hoped for 
is that he respond to appeals to make public the explanation 
he has for his conduct as attorney general. To subpoena him 
would be to strip the cloak of detachment from the most re- 
spected tribunal in the land.

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is a drug known as caffeine. A 
cup 
of 
stiong 
coffee 
contains 


enough caffeine"to produce a defi- 
nite drug effect, though perhaps 
this is somewhat lessened by the 
fact that the caffeine is combined 
in coffee with some other sub- 
stances. 


Coffee, therefoie, acts as a stim- 


ulant which increases temporarily 
mental and physical energy, and 
acts to some extent to relieve 
mental 
and 
muscular 
falijjue. 


Many people dunk coffee also just 
for its comforting and relaxing 
effect. 


Caffeine as a diug is a well- 


known brain stimulant. It is used 
sometimes to combat some of the 
harmful effects of acute poisoning 
with morphine or otner depressing 
dtugs. It stimulates breathing and 
is used by doctors for this puipose 
in certain cases of asthma and oth- 
er disorders or breathing. 


Caffeine acts also on the heait 


and the blood vessels. It tends to 
dilate some of the blood vessels 
so that more 
blood may 
flow 


thtough, and it is a direct heart 
stimulant leading toward 
main- 


taining the blood piessurc or even 
raising it somewhat. 


Another effect of caffeine is to 


stimulate the formation of urine. 
Caffeine and its chemical icla- 
tives have therefore been used 
for a long time to increase uri- 
naiy flow when that was desirable 
because of the formation of ceitain 
kinds of dropsy or other condi- 
tions. 


Likewise, ordinary doses of caf- 


feine act dnectly on most of the 
muscles, causing them to contract 
more powerfully and to become 
tired less easily. These are the 
principle actions of the drug, caf- 
feine, although it affects to a lesser 
degree many other functions of the 
body. 


KKKP USE .MODERATE 


Coffee or other beveiages con- 


taining caffeine usually produce no 
harm if consumption is reasonably 
moderate. Unfortunately, nervous 
people are the ones most likely to 
drink too much and it is in them 
that injury from caffeine is panic- 
nalarly likely. Twelve or 14 cups a 
day Is too much to be really de- 
sirable. 


When susceptible people diink 


too much of some caffeine-contain- 
ing beverage, they are likely to be- 
come excessively nervous, develop 
poundlnf of tatir heartt, headache, 


an intake of the active drug, 


caffeine. The symptom's can bo 
quickly lessened by cutting down 
on the excessive intake. Mrs. C. C.

Th* naked truth of the mincing attempts of the U. S. Congresi 


to pay itself a living wage is that the same Congress has set the in- 
come tax rates too high. Like Congress, the people simply haven't 
enough left to get by on. The honest remedy is to cut the tax and 
the best permanent piotection against confiscation of earnings, to an 
extent ruinous to ambition, thrift and the whole economic system,,i» 
to pass a constitutional limitation. 


President Eisenhower simply didn't know what he was talking 


about when he said, in his second pastoral after his investiture, that 


the people were entitled to the fruit of their toil. 
If he had known the most dangerous fact of life in 
the country of which he is president, he could not 
have brought himself to utter this painful Ab- 
surdity. 
; 


By the very wording of the Sixteenth Amendment 


the people are wholly and absolutely denied any 
right to any fruit of their work and reduced to th« 
status of serfs of the state. 
We are promised, 


subject to many degrading conditions, a subsistence 
pension if we go blind, fall into utter collapse 'or 


tv«tthnmk Pmin 
Hve to a certain age. But. meanwhile, in our 


earning and tax-producing years, we have no actual right to a sand- 
wich or a flop no matter how big our wages. Congress has not yet 
had the effrontery to pass a revenue law setting the income tax at a 
flat, horizontal 100 per cent from whatever source derived. 
But' the 


Sixteenth Amendment by plain, negative provision gives Congress the 
power to do that, as Ike should know by now. 


Ned Hutton. the New York broker, put his finger on the jugular 


when he wrote that most taxpayers now ask themselves "How can I 
file the proper return and still avoid paying unnecessary taxes?"-* 
There are many books which probe the revenue acts and rulings for 
loles and point out weird contradictions having not only the color 
jut the virtue of legality. 
Contradictions abound, all because Con- 


gress set the rates too high, and clever experts put their brains to 
vork scheming valid tricks. 


The late Roosevelt once fetched 


a supercilious sneer at wealthy 
ndividuals with holding companies 
who carefully complied with the 
a\v and saved money. But he had 
a secret holding company himself. 
He shielded all of his family's tax 
eturns although he exposed other 
nen's sacred confidences for per- 
sonal spite, and he. personally, 
contrived a raw gyp whereby El- 
liott got away with $200.000 of John 
Hartford's money and escaped the 
tax as well. 


Feeling trie same squeeze that 


pains all the rest of us. Congress 
did the instinctive thing when it 
gave Harry Truman an indecent, 
unethical bonus of $200,000 for four 
years in the false guise of an ex- 
pense allowance, immune to tax. 
In the same gesture. Congress 
helped itself to a S3.000 bonus, 
also 
tax-exempt. 
The manifest 


disgust of the people at this snuf- 
fling 
hoggishness 
forced 
the 


statesmen to repeal it and try an- 
other. 


Really up against it for a living 


wage and legitimate expense al- 
lowance. Congress now began to 
toy with other ideas. One was a 
100 per cent increase in salary, to 
$25,000 a year. That would not be. 
too much under the income tax j 
rates to compensate a member 
for his time, ability and out-of- 
pocket expenses. 


But the boys weie afraid that 


if they 
gogties 


did this a crop of dema- 
woiild 
spring 
up 
back 


home to depict them as bloated 
sybarites living on double mar- 
tinis and caviar canapes and of- 
fer to undersell them. 
So an ex- 


pense allowance of S2.500. subject 
to tax, was adopted and a short 
trial proved the obvious fact that 
this wasn't enough. 


The income tax is simply too 


high. 


It is so high that unions are 


constantly demanding and win- 
ning pay increases for millions of 
their subjects which are used to 
pay the income tax- and do not 
do the slightest piactical good 
either for the workers or the gov- 
ernment. 
Billions of dollars of 


this tax money is derived from 
taxes because government spend- 


reach the end of their careers 
broke. Of course they would. And 
so do the shareholders. 
But no- 


body is planning to pension them 
and they can't rob anyone else to 
get even. 


The results of this plucking can 


be foreseen. 
People 
with sav- 


ings will refuse to risk them on 
private enterprises 
which carry 


invisible obligations to pay thou- 
sands of fat cats millions of dol- 
lars after retirement as a refund 
of income taxes which they have 
paid. 
Incidentally, the 
treasury 


loses enormously on this because 
the money set aside for these pen- 
sion funds is deductible as a 'le- 
gitimate business expense. 


Congressmen 
have 
the same 


right as any other business or pro- 
fessional persons to charge off 
as business expense the cost of 
living "on the road." 
Washing- 


ton certainly is "the r6ad" for a 
man from Bi«bee. Bangor or Bi- 
loxi and if Congress absurdly sees 
fit to pay mileage for only one 
round trip per year, then the cost 
of several extra trips home should 
be deductible. 


"Entertainment" in the sense of 


the tax return has become one 
of our major industries. There is 
no reason why a congressman or 
senator, who has to pour booze 
for casuals in Washington in order 
to keep elected, should be denied 
the privilege of a New York sales 
manager who entertains visiting 
buyers. 


But the remedy is to drop the 


tax late and adopt a constitutional 
ceiling that can't be raised except 
for a shooting war. By its own 
expeiience. Congress should real- 
ize that we have broken through 
the barrier beyond which lies in- 
flation, depletion and defiant cor- 
ruption.

Stratton says he expects to keep 
the state budget balanced even 
though the Illinois legislature put 
a strain on finances. 


The assembly appropriated 10 


million dollars in excess of Strat- 
ton's recommendations for general 
revenue spending. 


Some of the excess amounts will 


be knocked off by the governor's 
veto pen. 


The governor said in a statement 


he believes the rest of the budget 
slack will be taken up by sales tax 
collections, which are surpassing 
earlier estimates. 


If the collections continue at the 


high level during the 1953-55 bien- 
nium. Stratton said, the state will 
nave "ample resources" to meet 
appropriations. 


Total appropriations voted by the 


legislature during its six month 
session hit a record high of $1,591,- 
320,000 for all purposes. Two years 
ago the assembly approved $1,547,- 
642,000, but this figure later \vas 
reduced by vetoes.

STORE 


List 2,000 Casualties as 
Japanese Flood Recedes 


TOKYO W-A great flood that 


left almost 2.000 persons dead, 
missing or hurt and a million 
homeless leceded today on the 
Southern Japan island of Kyushu 
but dark rain clouds posed an omi- 
nous new threat. 


The government weather bureau 


tonight reported a typhoon in the 
South Seas and said if it continues 
its ptesent conise it might hit 
Kyushu in a week or less. 


Seven days of toirential lains 


turned' much of the northern part 
of Kyushu—an area about the size 
of New Jersey — into a vast 
lake. The hapless Japanese icsi- 
dents fled to any high giound they 
could find. 


457 Known Dead 


The known death toll was 457 


late tonight, but the number of 
missing decreased sharply to 646 
as many Japanese relumed to 
their towns and villages.

Let the loft and open blade of 


the sand iron take care of getting 
the ball up and out of a trap. 


Don't scoop. If yo-j do, the ball 


won't take a true flight. It prob- 
ably will pop straight up instead 
of heading for the green. If it 
should reach the green, it may 
scoot right off, for there will be 
little or no backspin. 


Don't force the shot. Swing nor- 


mally with the face open. 


Make contact behind the ball 


and follow through. 


Manhandling the club will only 


ruin the rhythm of the swing and 
produce inferior results. 


Occasionally, when the sand Is 


very loose and dried out, you will 
be unfortunate enough to find the 
ball buried with just the top bare- 
ly visible. 


Don't become panicky. It's not 


much different from other sand- 
trap shots and you have the sand 
wedge. 


This calls for a full explosion. 


The stance is slightly open. The 
blade is slightly closed so as to 
contact the sand with the front 
of the blade first. 


Aim about an inch behind the

ROMti tl1)— Piemier Alcide de 


Gasped handed his governmc:'''s 
tesignation to PicMdent Luigi Ki- 
naudi today and Eiiuudi began 
consultations expected to end in 
his asking De Gaspen to fotm his 
eighth Italian cabinet aligned with 
the Western Allies. 


The Premier's action was a for- 


mality necessitated by Italy's elec- 
tion of a new parliament in June. 


In that voting, the center bloc- 


dominated by the 72-year-old Pie- 
mier's Christian Democrats won 
a majority of 16 seats in the 590- 
member chamber of deputies and 
seven seats in the 243-member sen- 
ate. 


Einaudi planned a round of con- 


feiences with the nation's political 
leaders before asking one of them 
to form a new cabinet. 


Though most observers antici- 


pated De Gaspen eventually would 
be asked to form the government, 
there was some speculation he 
might prefer a younger member 
of his party to take over the cabi- 
net reins. In that event. De Gas- 
peri probably would continue as 
foreign minister, a post he has 
held with the premiership.
